pocket handkerchief can testify. The 
fine thorns penetrate the fingers and 
the flesh swells, festers, becomes In- 
flamed and. It neglected, often, de- 
velops, Into a.serious case..of Wood- 
poisoning. 'When an'Indian wants to 
eat It he cuts a small stick, sharpens 
It and thrusts the point into .the ripe.

A liking for cactus fruit 
may b« acquired, like the taste, for 
ollres, but it is not likely to rival the 
cantaloupe or even, the humble grape- 
fruit in popular favor. It resembles

and sprinkled with brown sugar, a lit- 
tle lemon Juice and a dash of quinine-

Casting the Floating Fly.- 


It should go without saying that 


properly and effectively to cast and 
fish the floating fly it .is essential that 
the tackle bo correctly assembled. In 
this regard I believe the point most 
In need of emphasis Is the Question of 
the right way to fit the ..reel to the 
rod-, says Samuel G.' Camp In Outing; 
that this should' be done so thats the 
reel is underneath.; the rod with, its 
handle to the right (in the'case of the 
right handed caster) is In my experi- 
ence the only satisfactory and thor- 
oughly, efficient way. With the reel 
thus placed it Is never necessary, 
when playing a flsh, to turn the rod 
over so that the reel is above, as in 
the case when the reel is fitted to the 
rod with the handle to the left 
After 


a flsh is struck If it becomes neces- 
sary to use the reel the rod is simply 
shifted to the left hand—without the 
awkward necessity of turning it over 
to bring the reel on top—and the 
flngers of the right hand fall naturally 
upon tho handle of the reel.

There can he no question but that. many of the 
evils against Avhich there is now clamorous popular outcry 
have come in large measure as a result of failure upon the 
part of law-makers and those in administrative authority 
to get close enough to the people to be able to deal with 
complex problems, both legislative mid administrative 
with a view of carrying out the Avish of the masses rather 
than yielding to the insistent demands of those powerful 
enough to compel attention by fair means or foul. 


But not all the blame ought to be placed upon those in 


authority. We are hearing much by way of appeal, to "let 
.the people rule" and other phrases of similar import, 
,wheri as a matter of fact the failure upon the part of the 
public to .be heard and heeded is in no small degree due 
to the 'fact the public has overlooked opportunities while 


whom we have come to call "the interests" have 
'.those whom 
seized them. 
The average citizen Avill cheerfully admit 


that he does not find tune or inclination to pay serious 
heed to politics or government, Avhilc the man or the class 
with'-, a selfish interest to be served is invariably on 
the job and active at it. The people have, in fact, "ruled" 
—sometimes, it is true, by allowing things to go by default, 
•but nevertheless contributing to the net sum total either 
by their activity or by their "neglect. The partnership of 
'the people, proposed by Woodrow 'Wilson, ought to be 
made a reality. It is a coalition that would inevitably 
reap, tremendous returns in the form, of better govern- 
ment and a fairer chance in life for jjhe man who needs it.

New York, Aug. 9.—More than a score 


of claimants have come forward to iden- 
tify themselves as the long lost child 
of the Massachusetts widow who is seek- 
ing a daughter taken from her at its 
birth in a Brooklyn hospital thirty-eight 
years ago. Major Thomas L. Walsh, of 
Fitchburg, Mass., was rather surprised 
to find so many grown persons in New 
York who are ignorant of their parent- 
age. 


All of the claimants with one excep- 


tion were easily dismissed as possibilities 
after a little investigating. 
Some of 


them didn't require any investigating at 
all; two were men andr two others were 
negroes. The exception is a young wom- 
an, a teacher in a New York public 
school, who lives on One Hundred and 
Sixty-first street. 


While Major Walsh, a prominent mem- 


ber of the Massachusetts bar, is in 
charge of the search for the unknown 
child, the mother herself is here also. 


Thirty-eight years ago this woman 


who is now fifty-seven years old, was a 
girl in humble life in New Jersey. She 
was in love with a young man of her 
Acquaintance nnd he deserted her. There 


pon she came to New York and founc 
mployment in the Cumberland -stree 
ospital, Brooklyn. Two months later 
he became a patient herself. This was 
on December 11, 1874, and on that da 
a girl was born to the woman, then nine 
een years old. 
"We think there ought to be some sor 


of record of this," said Major Wnlsh 
'for it was the first obstetrical ca=e eve 
treated in that institution. The hospita 
on Cumberland 
street was 
combined 


with another, but the records should havo 
been kopt. But we have been unable to 
find a single entry of any kind. 


"After the young mother was dis- 


missed from the hospital she camo back 
within five weeks to claim her child. 
The attendants told her that Sister Mil- 
dred, tho liospitiil matron, was not in. 
Two years later the mother came again 
pecking her child. This time the officials 
said: "You'd better forget it. Don't nsk 
nny questions. Drop the whole affair.' 
She did.

"Five years later she wan married, ,and 


.about fifteen years ago tlio family,.- in- 
cluding two daughters, moved to a small 
town in Massachusetts. 
Tho husband 


died five years ngo and the two daugh- 
ters are no longer at home. Now tha 
mother is lonely and her heart goes back 
to her first child, though she has never 
seen her. She wants to give all her re- 
mining days nnd all 
her property,
